Pioneer Orange 


Tree Reaches 


74th Milestone 


Seventy-four years old, strong and 


hearty and bearing heavy crops an- 
nually, stands northern California's 
mother orange tree in Butte county, 
near Oroville. 


Planted in the early days by a 


kindly hand, the tree has repaid a 
thousandfold for the time and effort 
spent on it. That tree showed the 
way and the possibility of the orange 
growing iriflustry in northern Cali- 
fornia. It is admitted to be the first 
tree in the northern section of the 
state. 


Annually' the tree bears hundreds 


of pounds of fruit. The seedling or- 
anges are contracted for by a promi- 
nent southern California nursery and 
the seed is used to propagate root- 
stock. 


The mother orange tree has come 


to be a part of Butte 'county. Tra- 
velers in the foothill region make it 
a point to see this wonderful tree 
and an iron fence has been built 
around it to keep vandals from cut- 
ting away its branches. A monu- 
ment stands near it telling of the 
history. 


The tree did not grow on the spot. 


In 1856 Judge Lewis of Butto county 
saw the tree growing in Sacramento. 
It was about two years old then, and 
the official took it up and carried it 
to his home on the Feather river, at 
what is known as Bidwell Bar, and 
set it out near the river banks. Much 
to the surprise of the pioneers, who 
had never seen oranges growing any- 
where but in tropical climes, the tree 
grew and in due time produced fruit.

In days of royalty, Hawaiians of consequence did their tour- 
ing in the manner pictured above.

This year the Department of 
the Interior has announced from Washington a budget of 
$19.1,000, the greater part of which will be spent in improving 
roads in Hawaii National Park. 


COVINA PHYSICIAN VISITOR 


OF "DEATH VALLEY SCOTTY" 


Dr. W. P. Magan of this city 


gave an interesting talk at the 
Puente Rotary club last week of 
a recent visit to the famous 
Death Valley Scotty" palace on 
the east rim of Death valley. 
Not many people have the priv- 
ilege of visiting the home of the 
famous recluse and very few are 
privileged to remain over night 
in the palatial home of this ec- 
centric man who has builded a 
castle costing millions of dollars 
at one of the three water holes 
in Death valley. 


Dr. Magan had visited Death val- 


ley on previous occasions, but his 
recent trip was by airplane on De- 
cember 26 last, remaining over night 
and returning to Covina the day 
following. 


Eccentricity is expressed in every- 


thing in connection with the life 
and home of the famous Scotty, Wil- 
liam Scott by name, but who is 
known to everyone except his wife 
as "Scotty." Surrounded with ele- 
gance fit for a reigning head, the 
famous '' desert rat'' declines to 
adopt many modern conveniences, 
and sleeps nightly in the luxuriant- 
ly appointed kitchen of the costly 
castle, wrapped in his sleeping bag. 


Seotty's castle is built in a cove 


on the east side of the valley, and 
is about 150x300 feet in size, with 
a wide court-driveway extending the 
full length of the building. The 
building is of reinforced concrete 
and all exposed wood work is hand 
carved and the hardware, such as 
door hinges and locks and the elec- 
tric light fixtures, are hand made 
by a Los Angeles wrought iron work- 
er, who was charged with the task 
of making them exclusive, even to 
the construction of the designs. 


Tile covers the floors of the main 


house, the guest rooms and even the 
garage, some of it being domestic, 
with imported tile for trimming. 


A huge pipe organ occupies one 


of the upstairs rooms, being fitted 
with dual controls. It may either 
be played from the manual control 
or mechanically, with electric con- 
trols available in every room of the 
house. A set of imported bells is 
to be connected with the huge organ. 


The building has not reached its 


completion stage, and seventy men 
are employed in the work now in 
progress.

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A Milestone in City Progress— 


The past is a compass that guides us into the future. 
Living, working, striving for ourselves and in the interests 


of the community in which we live, we cannot know of the 
progress we make unless we look back over the road we 
have traveled. That, is the thot that comes from listening 
to the program of dedication of Covina's new city hall. 


The past reveals to us that the community has gone 


forward as rapidly as was wise, and that we have been guid- 
ed by hands and hearts and brains of men and women wiser 
than they themselves realized, and deserving of all the praise 
that is voiced at these times when the community reaches a 
milestone in its history. 


The new city hall will bear five names on its cornerstone,

The most of us, when we expend money for trees, do so 


with a vision of ultimately having that money return to us 
thru the crops said trees produce, and the planting of any" 
trees or sn'rubs for ornamental purposes appears to be just 
so much money thrown away, or at least money expended 
on which we can expect no return. At the same time there 
are very few of us that do not also have visions of some day 
selling our holdings at a profit over and above its cost We 
know of no investment one can make, aside from the orchard 
planting itself, that will so add to the value of a property 
in the eye of the average investor, as a few ornamental trees 
and shrubs well selected and properly planted around the 
home and along the roadways. 


In addition to the satisfaction and enjoyment one secures 


from having a home made attractive by such plantings, when 
it comes to offering the property for sale, they oftentimes 
prove to be the most profitable investment the owner has 
made thereon. 


A few dollars and a little extra time expended on orna- 


mental plantings around the home have many times consti- 
tuted the chief attraction that induced the purchaser to pay 
the price asked for a property. 


Therefore we should get away from the idea that there 


is no value in beauty. Attractive homes and well planted 
grounds and highways are an asset to any community on 
which dividends are continually being returned individually 
and collectively, thru their ability to draw to such communi- 
ties the lovers of beauty.—California Cultivator. 


To Save Mountain Waters— 


Engineer Eaton of the county flood control is advocating 


a new plan of water control which appears to be the most 
sensible yet devised. This is so'simple that it is surprising 
that it has not been adopted before in preference to the build- 
ing of a huge dam. The plan is to take over the mouths of 
the canyons and put in more channels and catch basins so 
as to spread the water into the gravel beds. He proposes to 
have the county purchase some 5000 acres of gravel beds at 
the mouth of the San Gabriel and use the entire district as 
spreading grounds for the water that flows down the canyon 


Heretofore channels have been made to carry off'the 


water as fast as possible and by this method the waters rush- 
ed to the ocean and were lost. It was done to save floods 
This plan is to be reversed. Just as little water as possible 
is to be allowed to run off. Every drop that possibly can be 
is to be saved and spread over in the gravel beds at the 
mouths of the canyons. This would seem to be much more 
effective and can be done at a fraction of the cost of the 
building, of the dam. It looks like the failure to builr] the 
dam may prove to be the best thing that has ever happened 
to the valley.—Glendora Gleaner. 


Irrigation Bonds Good Investment— 


According to a statement issued last week by State Treas- 


urer Johnson, irrigation bonds will now stand high as invest- 
ment securities. He states that of 100 irrigation districts in 
the state, with about $100,000,000 in outstanding obligations, 
only one-third of one per cent are due and unpaid. These 
irrigation districts produced last year more than $200,000,000 
in crop values. He further states that foreign experts who 
visited California last year to study our irrigation systems 
pronounced California as the best developed irrigation dis- 
trict in Jhe world.—Glendora Gleaner.
